The “ Peace Offensiv e” 
^ E R M A N Y ’S p eace o ffensiv e seems to h av e been nip p ed in th e bud by th e 
refusal o f eith er allies o r neutrals to take it serio usly . 
And th at is an 
ex cellent thing fo r th e allied cause. 
Fo r th ere can be little do ubt in th e 
mind o f any Intelligent o bserv er th at th e wh o le th ing was, and is, an inso ­ 


lent bluff. 
Th ere is no ev idence th at Germany at th is time wants to make p eace 
ev en o n th e familiar Prussian p rincip le, “ Let me keep p art o f wh at I’v e 


sto len, fo rget my crimes, and I’ll sto p figh ting.” 
Th ere Is no reaso n to believ e th at th e German go v ernment to day is in 
any mo o d to suggest serio usly th e terms sup p o sed to h av e been o ffered 
thro ugh a Dutch intermediary at Lo ndo n. 
Th e kaiser and th e junkers are 
no t likely at th is time to giv e up Helgium and no rth ern France o r to co n­ 
sider th e surrender o f any p art o f Alsace-Lo rraine, o r to submit th e Balkan 


pro blem to the decisio n o f an h o nest internatio nal co uncil. 
Ho wev er th e German p eo p le may feel abo ut It, th e German militarists 
wh o are in the saddle still h av e h o p e o f winning th e war. 
Th ey are by no 
means th ro ugh with th eir great military o ffensiv e o n th e western fro nt. 
They want to get in ah ead o f th e Americans. 
And th e p eace driv e ev idently 


was intended as a p art o f th e military driv e. 
Leading war ex p erts agree th at th is mo v e was meant to weaken th e 
allies by p utting th em o ff th eir guard, slo wing up th eir p rep aratio ns fo r 
co ntinued resistance and weakening th e mo rale o f th e civ ilian p o p ulatio ns. 
Such a result wo uld certainly be attained if th e allied natio ns, and th e neu­ 
trals alo ng with th em, co uld be go t to discussing p eace as an Imminent p o s­ 
sibility . Germany wo uld go righ t ah ead with th e reo rganizatio n o f h er 
shattered fo rces and th e accumulatio n o f new guns and ammunitio n, and 
when the allies were busy discussing terms o f settlement wo uld strike

1 )o y lies th e v alue, but in quality . 
Quality is by far th e mo re imp o rtant 
facto r. 
Keep th e letters go ing fo rward regularly , o ften. 
Th * p o st o ffice 
department will so o n straigh ten o ut deliv eries— as so o n as th e righ t way 
o f pro ceeding is disco v ered. 
Keep th e letters go ing, but let th em all be 
cheerful and enco uraging letters. 
If y o u h av e a streak o f p essimism in 
y o u that y o u can’t o v erco me, th en do n’t write. 
Hap p y , ch eerful letters 
are fo o d and drink fo r th e warrio r, and th e dep ressing, glo o my o nes are 
a sure p o iso n, aggrav ating h o mesickness and lo wering mo rale. 
In sp ite o f many ap p eals to th e p ublic in a matter th at o ugh t to h e self- 
ev ident, the wro ng kind o f letters co ntinue to get into th e so ldiers’ and 
sailo rs’ mail bag. 
And th ey do a lo t o f h arm. 
One div isio n insp ecto r re­ 
po rted th at o f th e p unish ments fo r desertio n th at came to h is attentio n in 
o ne camp alo ne, sev enty p er cent o f th em were inflicted o n men wh o h ad 
been driv en frantic by unh ap p y letters fro m h o me.

On reaching o ur o bjective, 
we 
made straight fo r the Ho tel de Ville, 
where we were aclmited, and after a 
sho rt wait, taken to the Burgo mas­ 
ter. We questio ned him as to news, 
fo r we had been instructed to pick 
up any info rmatio n he might have 
as to co nditio ns. But we did no t get 
much, fo r he co uld no t get abo ut 
* because o f the Germans, who had 
made it a po licy to terro rize 
the 
peo ple o f the to wn. 
We had just go t into the car, and 


go master himself came running o ut. 
He o rdered us to leave the car there, 
and said he wo uld direct us where 
to go . 
He insisted that we. go o n 
fo o t, but 
F co uld no t understand 
when he tried to explain why . 
Abo ut fifty y ards away , the o ther 
side o f the ro ad was piled high with 
rifles, lances, bay o nets, and all kinds 
o f weapo ns. 
But the Burgo master 
wo uld no t explain this. He certainly 
was a pig-headed bo y , If Cvere ever 
was o ne. 
He began puffing abo ut 
this time, and I tho ught he 
was 
wishing he had let us drive him in 
the car. 
Finally , he said he wo uld 
go hack, and he sho wed us which 
way o ur co urse lay . 
We saw two so ldiers ahead o f us 
o n the ro ad, and we waved at them 
and tried to make them sto p, but 
they did no t pay th e slightest a tten ­ 
tio n. We sprinted a bit and caught 
up wito h them, and after a while, 
they cut lo o se and began to talk. 
One o f them, a lad o f abo ut eigh­ 
teen, had o n a pair o f cavalry bo o ts, 
which he had pullep o ff a German 
he had killed. 
He to ld us abo ut it 
several times, and we laughed and 
kidded him alo ng, until 
he m ust 
have tho ught us the best fello ws he 
had ever seen. 
Acto rs are no t the 
o nly peo ple who like applause. Then 
we left the ro ad. 
We so o n saw the pro bable reaso n 
fo r the Burgo master's 
refusal 
to 
ride in the car. 
All 
aro und, 
fo r 
abo ut a mile, the ro ads were heavily 
mined, and small red flags o n iro n 
staves were stuck between the co b­ 
blesto nes, as warnings no t to put 
in much time aro und these places. 
Also , there were no tices stuck, up 
ail aro und 
warning peo ple o f the 
mines, and fo rbidding heavy carts 
to pass. 
When we go t o ff the ro ad, 
I breathed again! 
After a great deal o f questio ning, 
we finally reached o ur destinatio n, 
and made o ur repo rt to the lo cal 
co mmandant. 
We to ld him all we 
co uld, and in turn, received vario us 
info rmatio n fro m him. 
We 
were 
then taken o ver to the ho tel. 
Here, 
w-e read 
a few Paris newspapers, 
that were several weeks o ld, until 
abo ut eight, when we had dinner, 
and a fine dinner it was, to o . 


ruage o f guns that were being sal 
fo r the attack. 
The last bo mb had struck in a 
large square. 
It to re a ho le in Hie 
co bblesto ne pavement abo ut, 
thirty 
feet square and five feet deep. Every 
windo w o n the square was smashed. 
The fro nts o f the ho uses were rid­ 
dled with vario us sized ho les. 
All 
the cro ckery , and china, and mirro rs 
in the ho uses were in fragments. 
No t much mo re than an ho ur be­ 
fo re the Zepp came, we had been 
sitting in a ro o m at the ho use o f the

under a big

sky light.

After we had eaten all we co uld, 
and wished fo r mo re ro o mm in the 
ho ld, we went o ut into the garden 
and y arned a while with so me gen­ 
darmes, and then went to bed. 
We 
had a big ro o m o n the third flo o r 
fro nt. 
We hap just turned in, and 
were all set fo r a go o d night’s rest, 
when there was an explo sio n o f a 
different kind fro m any I had heard 
befo re, and we and the bed were 
ro cked abo ut, like a cano e in the 
wake o f a stern-wheeler. 


There were seven mo re explo sio ns, 
and then they sto pped, tho ugh we 
co uld hear the rattle o f a machine 
gun at so me distance away . 
Bartel 
said it m ust be the Fo rts, and aft 
so me argument, 1 agreed with hi if 
He said that the Germans must have 
tried an advance under co ver o f a 
bo mbardment, and that as so o n as 
the Fo rts go t into actio n, the Ger­ 
mans breezed. 
We were no t wo r­ 
ried much, so we did no t get o ut 
o f bed. 
A few minutes later, we heard 
fo o tsteps o n the ro o f, and then a 
wo man in a windo w 
acro ss 
the 
street, asking a gendarme whether 
it was safe to go back to bed. Then 
1 gut up and to o k a lo o k into the 
street. 
There were a lo t o f peo ple 
standing aro und talking, but it was 
no t interesting eno ugh to keep a 
tired man up, so into the hay . B a r­ 
tel was already po unding his ear. 
hut he did no t get much o f a start 
o n me at that, fo r I think I must 
have slept twice as hard as he did 
to catch up. 


It seemed abo ut the middle o f the 
night when Bartel called me, but be 
said it was time to get o ut and get 
to wo rk. We fo und he had made a 
po o r guess, fo r when we were half 
dressed, ho lo o ked at his watch and 
it was o nly a quarter past seven, but 
we decided to stay up, since we were 
that far alo ng, and then go do wn 
and cruise fo r a breakfast. 
When we go t 
do wnstairs 
and 
fo und so me o f the ho tel peo ple, it 
lo o k them o lung time to 
get 
it 
thro ugh o ur heads that there had 
been so me real excitement during 
the night. The explo sio ns were tho se 
o f bo mbs dro pped by a Zeppelin, 
which had sailed o ver the city . 
The first bo mb had fallen less than 
two hundred y ards fro m where we 
slept. 
No wo nder the bed ro cked! 
It had struck a narro w three sto ry 
ho use aro und the co rner fro m the 
ho tel, and had blo wn it to bits. Ten 
peo ple had been killed o utright, and 
a number died later. The bo mb to re 
a fine ho le, and hurled pieces o f it­ 
self several hundred 
y ards. 
7’he 
street itself was filled with ro cks, 
and a number o f ho uses were do wn, 
and o thers wrecked. 
When we go t 
o ut into the street and talked with 
so me army men, we fo und that even 
they were surprised by the fo rce o f 
the explo sio n. 
We learned that the Zepp 
had 
sailed no t mo re than five hundred 
feet abo ve the to wn. 
Its mo to r had 
been sto pped just befo re the first j 
bo mb was let go , and it had slid 
\

ruin, and it was just as well that we 
left when we did. 
Yo u co uld no t 
even find a splinter o f the big ro und 
table. 
The next time I sit under a 
sky light in Dixniude, I want a lad 
with a live ey e fo r Zeppelins 
o n 
guard o utside. 
So mething 
abo ut 
the 
Branch 1 
H eadquarters ruins made us think | 
o f breakfast, which we bad fo rgo t­ 
ten, so hack to the ho tel. 
Then we 
started back to o ur lines. 
We were 
o rdered to keep to the main ro ad 
all the way back, o r we wo uld be 
sho t o n sight, and to repo rt, to head­ 
quarters immediately o n o ur return. 
1 th o ught if the sigili o f me was dis- 
tastful to any bo dy , 1 wo uld no t take 
the chance o f o ffending, being anx- 
iuo s to be po lite in such cases. 
So , 
we stuck to the main ro ad. 
Fritz did no t give us any tro uble, 
and we were back by five, with all 
hands o ut to greet u.s when we ho ve 
in sight, and a regular pro digal so n 
welco me o n tap, fo r we were later 
than they expected 
us, and they 
made up their minds that so me acci­ 
dent had happened. 
While I was aro und Dixmude, I 
saw many living men and wo men and 
children who had been mutilated by 
the Germans, but mo st o f them were 
wo men and children. 
Almo st every 
o ne o f the mutilated men was to o 
o ld fo r military service. The o thers 
had been killed, I guess. 
But the Belgians were no t the o nly 
o nes who had suffered fro m German 
kultur. Many French wo unded were 
to rtured by the Huns, and we were 
co nstantly 
finding 
the 
mutilated 
bo dies o f o ur tro o ps. It was tho ught 
that the Germans o ften mutilated a 
dead bo dy as an example to the liv­ 
ing. 
The Germans had abso lutely no 
respect whatever fo r the Red Cro ss. 
Fo r instance, they captured a wag­ 
o n lo aded with fo rty French wo und­ 
ed, and sho t every o ne o f them. 
I 
saw the dead bo dies. 
W hen the Germans came to Dix­ 
mude, they go t all the men and wo ­ 
men and children, and made them 
march befo re th em with tiieir hands 
in the air. Tho se who did no t were 
kno cked do wn. After a while, so me 
o f them saw what they were go ing 
to get, and being as game spo rts as 
I ever heard o f, tried to fight. They 
were finished o ff at o nce, o f co urse. 
The fo rm er burgo master had been 
sho t and finished o ff with an axe, 
tho ugh he had no t resisted, because 
he wanted to save the lives o f his 
citizens. They to ld me o f o ne case, 
in Dixmude, where a man came o ut 
o f his ho use, try ing to carry his fa­ 
ther. a man o f eighty , to the square, 
where they were o rdered to repo rt. 
The o ld 
man 
co uld no t 
raise his 
hands, so they drugged 
his 
so n 
away fro m him, 
kno cked 
the o ld 
man in the head with an axe, and 
left him there to die. 
Tho se who 
were spared were made to dig graves 
fo r the o thers. 


There was a do cto r there in Dix­ 
mude, who certainly deserves a mili­ 
tary cro ss if any man ever did. 
He 
was called fro m his ho use by the 
Germans at 5:30 o ne mo rning. 
He 
left his wife, who had had a baby 
two day s befo re, in the ho use. 
He 
was ta ken to the square, lined up 
against a wall with three o ther big 
men o f the to wn. 
T hen he saw his wife an d baby 
being carried to the square o n a 
mattress by fo ur 
Germans, 
begged to be allo wed to kiss 
wife go o d-by e, and 
they 
him permissio n. 
As 
he 
away , there was a rattle and 
the 
o ther men w ent West. 
T h e y sho t 
him, to o , but tho ugh he was riddled 
with bullets he lived, so meho w, and 
begged 
the German o fficer to let 
him acco mpany his wife to the pri­ 
so n 
where they were taking her. 
This was granted to o , 
but o n the 
way , they heard the so und o f firing. 
Thè so ldiers y elled. 
“ Die Fran/.o - 
s e n ’” and dro pped the mattress and 
ran! But it was o nly so me o f their 
butchers at wo rk. 
Dr. Laurent carried his wife anti 
baby to an o ld aqueduct th at was 
being rebuilt by the creek. 
There 
they lived fo r thro e day s and three 
nights, o n the few herbs and the 
water that Dr. Laurent sneaked o ut 
and go t at night. 
I)r. Laurent say s 
that when the Germans killed and 
crucified the civilians at Dixmude, 
they first ro bbed them 
o f 
tiieir 
watches, po cket 
bo o ks, rings, and 
o ther things. There was a Madame 
Tilmans there, who had had three 
tho usand francs sto len fro m her and 
was misused besides. 
. These were just a very few o f the 
things that happened at just o ne 
place where the Germans go t to wo rk 
with their kultur. 
So y o u can pic­ 
ture the Belgians agreeing o n a Ger­ 
man peace, while ther is a Belgian 
alive to argue abo ut it. 
They will 
remember the Germans a lo ng time, 
I think. 
But they need 
no t wo rry : 
there are 
a lo t o f 
us who will no t 
fo rget, either,
